instructions, I visited the Indo-China SeN. Co. Ltd. orrice 

where I interviewed (on Dec.19 a.m.) Mre Jacobs, and the 

Manager of the Department Mr. Aucott, regarding trouble 

among the Compradore'’s Staff, Waiters &*c, on the 8e8e Luen Wo 

(a%q~ )- Mr. Aucott informed me that Shay were having some 

trouble over the extraordinary number of ‘aiitucee “fea Boys" 
on the ses. Inen Wo (aki), and that he had been approached 
by one Chui Sze Ming ( ib t9)), who styled himself “Secretary 
of tre Chinese Seamens’ Union Reorganisation Buresu”, Phe 
offices of which are situated at No.450 Jukong Road, Chapei. 
This man proposed to go on board the seS3e Luen Wo to settle SL q 
the trouble among the staff but Mr. Aucott politely and 
emphatically informed him that his company did not regognise 
any union, end that his services were not required ‘on the 
ship. Mr. Aucott informed me that this man*s manner was | 

somewhat aggressive,and he expressed, in veiled threatg,gof 
further trouble on the ship. This was evidently an attempt 

to enforce recognition of the Seamens' Union to which this 

man belongs and accept his essistance in settling the trouble 
on the shipe Mr. Aucott further informed me that the registere 
ed nuniber of "Waiters" "Tea-Boys" on the ship was 61, and 

these men have “Passes*® beering their name,photograph, and 

signature of the Company's Marine Superintendent, Mr. Rolfe, 

but it was found that altogether there were 137 men who 

claimed to pe waiters’ on the ship, shewing an excess of 76 

above the authorised number. The authorised waiters "Tea Boys® 


although recognised by the Company as the Compradore's Staff 


File Ne. 
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are not paid by either the campany or Compradore, in fact, 
it is stated, they pay for the previlege of being on the 
staff by depositing $100, or $1509 with the Compradore or 


money shroff. 
Of the 61 registered "Waiters" on the ship 


38 belong to the Seamens* Union in Jukong Road, 6 belong to 
a branch of this union in the City,and the remaining 17 
belong to the Seemens* Guild, No.901 East Hanbury Road. 

Now it appears that difficulties have arisen 
over the Customs Authorities complaining about the excessive 
number of these unpaid "Waiters", on the ship, who evidently 
; exist by smuggling and other illegitimate mems, and those 
unauthorised waiters on the ship who mostly belong to the 


Seamen’s Union &n Jukong Road, have tried, with the assistance 


of their union, to oust the authorised *"Waiters®, who are not 
members of their union, so that they can possibly get their 
pleces. It seems evident also that the Compradore- has been 
influenced in this direction as he suggested dismissing the 
whole of the staff of "Waiters" and engaging a new lot,who 
would no doubt all be members of the Jukong Road Union, but 
Mr. Aucott did not approve of this as he did not see why men 
with many years of feithful service should be thrown out to 
please any union or its officials. 

On Dece 9, a notice regerding the presence of 
uneuthorised *"Tea-Boys® was drawn up and and posted in the 


8e8- Luen Yo to let these men know the wishes of the Company 


in respect of the Customs Authorities, and the Company ’s attitude 


towards unauthorised persons on board their ships. "“Eopy of 
this notice is ettached®, 
At 5 pem.e Dec.19, D.I. Koo and I accompanied 


Messrs Aucott and Jacobs on board the Se8e Luen Wo where we

shroffed the Passes of tel authorised °Waiters® on the ship 
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. and found them in order. We also found some 50 unauthorised

persons who claimed to be "Waiters", on board. It was then 
definitely drawn to the notice of the authorised waiters, 
with Passes, their position in respect of the Company, and 

_ to the other men due warning was given that after the ship 
left Shanghai the names of all persons found on board without 
“the necessary “Passes” or Passage Tickets would be taken, 

by the Pursergto be forwarded to the Company for consideration 
as to what action would be taken. Mr. Aucott then informed 
the Ship's Captain,Mr. Allison, end the Purser,Mr.e Slater 

| thet he did not want any drastic action taken in the way of 
putting these unauthorised persons off the ship as he thought 
that the warning given them would have salutory effect. He 
then thanked us for our services and asked that the attached

The Customs Authorities have recently complained about 
ed goods, and the large quantities of “pidgin® cargo 
; ead on, the Company’s vessels, and request that prompt 
steps be taken to stop this nuisance,otherwise serious trouble 
will arise. c m that a lot of this trouble is due to th 


excessive number of tea boys carried. 


The Customs Authorities are aware that the Company allows | 
a specified number of Tea Boys on each ship who are provided ! 
with passes signed by the Company's Marine Superintendent. 


The Shipping Manager has recently travelled up river 
and has discovered that there are numbers of Tea Boys on 
board our vessels greatly in excess of the number allowed 
by the Company. 


In order that the wishes of the Custgms Authorities 
be carried out, and serious trouble avoided, the ¢ 
now issues a warning that only such tea boys as have passes 
in their possession,signed by the Company‘*s Marine Supérint- 
endent will be recognised, and any others mst either leave 
the ship, or pay for their passeges.
